RANGE SHAPES IN EGGS, ART AND NATU 


‘There has been a good deal of talk about eggs recently but 
until last week, when a partisan threw one at Harry Truman 
(he missed), not much had been done with them. We are less 
intrigued by the political fact of the egg-throwing than by the 
egg itself, or rather the shape it now finds itself in. 

In a sense, the man who throws an egg is imposing a new 
form on an old structure. He is creating a new shape, which 
may or may not be pleasing to most people (particularly the 
target), but which is bound to be interesting. This is precisely 
what many modern artists, using different materials and less 
violent skills, are trying to do. Taxicab critics have character- 
ized such efforts as Fernand Léger’s U.N. mural (above) as 
“fried egg art,” and Collector Truman has added an ingredi- 
ent and termed them “ham and eggs art.” Although it seems 
likely that Truman could get even more votes for this view- 
point than he got in 1948, in Britain Sculptor Jacob Epstein 


—whose art was denounced as obscene a few years ago—is 
now enjoying popularity and respect (pp. 65-70). 

Egg-throwers are seldom applauded and artists often are 
criticized for “distorting nature,” but nature actually is the 
greatest shape-changer of all. Consider the picture second 
from right, above. This curious, cracked oval is a 2,000-year- 
old lotus seed now in the process of a radical change into a 
lovely flower (pp. 60, 63). As a pictorial magazine, Lire is 
naturally interested in new shapes and forms, both in nature 
and in art. 

We are aware that it often takes years for people to become 
sufficiently accustomed to new shapes to accept them casual- 
ly; the pattern made on a coat by a thrown egg may never be- 
come popular. On the other hand, the two half eggs (above, 
right) that form doorknobs in one of the new U.N. buildings 
(pp. 113-119) seem to provide more amusement than offense.

‘HE HAS COME THROUGH THE TRIAL, HIS GREAT QUALITIES OF LEADERSHIP PROVEN 


Before we all vote, there is just time to reflect on the cam- 
paign as a whole, the issues it has raised and obscured, and 
the embittered slugging of its last weeks. So far as possible, 
the conscientious voter should remember his best reasons 
(and forget his worst) for voting for Ike or Adlai, and make 
sure these reasons still stand up. 

A thumbnail history of the campaign would go something 
like this. At the beginning the Republicans had all the issu 
Korea; corruption and Communism in government; inflation; 
desire for a change. By nominating Eisenhower, a hero of the 
free world, they also disarmed misgivings about the Republi- 
can party’s past parochialism. If change was possible as well 
as desirable, this looked like the year. 

By nominating Stevenson, the Democrats did what they 
could to “me-too” two Republican issues: corruption and the 
need for a change. The other issues—Korea, Communism, 
and inflation—they sought to neutralize. They said these 
were not issues and anyone who blamed them on the Demo- 
crats instead of Stalin was an isolationist. Beyond that, the 
Democrats relied on “prosperity” to return them to power. 

Tt soon became apparent that Stevenson's “high level” 
management would not meet the Republican strength dis- 
closed by the polls. This strength was partly a popular protest 
against the Truman-Acheson record and partly a popular en+ 
thusiasm for Eisenhower the national hero. The next Demo- 
cratic tactic, therefore, was two-fold: to start a backfire pro- 
test vote against more controversial Republicans, especially 
Taft and Hoover, and to start dismantling the prestige of hero 
Eisenhower and cut him down to size. 


Truman took charge of this phase of the campaign, using 
every trick in the manual. Stevenson followed suit in his 
politer, double-negative way. Truman's virulence naturally 
elicited an equal and opposite virulence from some Republi- 
cans. It was during this phase that wits were lost, issues dis- 
torted or sunk without a trace, and serious damage done to 
the national sense of reality. 

For example, the Republicans, with a perfectly good case 
to make against the Administration’s softness toward Com- 
munism, distorted it by making too much of Stevenson's 
character deposition on behalf of Alger Hiss. On the Demo- 
cratic side, Truman broke some kind of record by trying to 
make Eisenhower appear antisemitic and anticatholic 
even intelligent Stevensonians stooped to scare tacti 
example Beardsley Ruml in a speech last week implied a re- 
semblance between Eisenhower and the aged Hindenburg, 
who was duped into letting Hitler take over. 

One useful thing about these excesses is that they show 
where our political neuroses lie. Obviously the Republicans 
are more worried about domestic Communism than the Dem- 
ocrats are; and the Democrats are more worried about some 
dangerous form of reaction. Surely the Democratic worry is 
the more fanciful. It is especially silly when directed against 
the whole Republican party, which represents about half the 
American people. Democrats and liberals who profess to fear 
Republican reaction are like those Republicans who, in the 
days of the Bloody Shirt, thought any Democratic president 
would revive secession. It took an actual Cleveland adminis- 
tration to lay that ghost. It will apparently take an actual Re- 
publican administration to explode this modern liberal obses- 
sion. For that reason, if no others a Republican victory is an 
indispensable step toward more political sanity and realism. 

But there is more food for reflection in one other conse- 
quence of the campaign. One of America’s greatest human 


assets, the internationally admired and nearly faultless hero, 
General Eisenhower, has been subjected to a barrage of cal- 
culated disparagement. This Democratic tactic really paid div- 
idends. Seldom in history has so shining a figure been so 
abruptly and thoroughly shod with clay and clad with mud. 

Only a year ago so good a Democrat as Paul Douglas pro- 
posed that Eisenhower be nominated by both parties as a 
kind of second Washington. Now the President calls him 
morally blind, Stevenson associates him with “spiritual trea- 
son” and many eggheads profess disillusionment in the once- 
admired man. It seems a miracle that Eisenhower, until sub- 
jected to this exposé by polities, could have fooled so many 
people as to his true character. As the Rocky Mountain News 
suggests, is it not up to Truman to explain how an Eisen- 
hower could ever have infiltrated the Defense Department? 

We offer a simpler hypothesis. Ike has not changed. In- 
stead, American politics has been invaded by a born stra- 
tegist who has learned a very great deal about this new art 
in a very short time. 

Beginning with his tough preconvention campaign, Ike has 
been exposed to more politics in four months than most men 
see in a lifetime. It has been brutal, but just consider his 
summer’s accomplishment. He has worked as hard and as in- 
telligently for victory (which is the purpose of a political 
campaign) as any Republican candidate in living memory. He 
has made nearly 200 speeches, short and long, good and bad, 
and milked every major issue for all it was worth. He has 
revolutionized the politics of the South and prepared its re- 
turn to the two-party system. He has brought a greater meas- 
ure of unity to the Republican party than it has known in 
years. In breeding this party unity he has enhanced, not di- 
minished, his own central role; and if he wins he will be in 
the best possible position to direct its policies. His tactics 
have guaranteed that if he wins (though not if he loses) he 
will become “Mr. Republican.” 

These are extraordinary accomplishments, those of a born 
leader. Their price has been a considerable loss of Eisen- 
hower’s prestige. But as Wendell Willkie used to say about 
sovereignty, prestige exists to be used. Ike has so used his 
prestige that if he is elected he will recapture all of it and 
more, and enter the White House with more prestige than 
any new president ever. 

For the point about Ike’s prestige is that it has always been 
earned. He has repeatedly proved himself to be not just a 
good general, but a great American. This is a hard thing for 
his contemporaries to realize or admit about any great man. 
They usually leave it to the historians. In Ike’s case, how- 
ever, there is at least some contemporary evidence of his 
greatness. This is the testimony of other public figures whose 
judgment commands respect, and who have judged him. 


Eisenhower today is the same man whom Winston Church- 
ill called “one of the finest men I ever met.” Francis Cardinal 
Spellman described him last fortnight as “the man of our 
generation to whom America entrusted the guardianship of its 
most precious possessions—our liberties and our youth; a man 
known and respected throughout our country and through- 
out the world, a general who has a place among the all-time 
great men in American history.” 

He is the same man to whom the late Senator Arthur Van- 
denberg wrote, “I am one of those who deeply believes in 
you,” and of whom Vandenberg also wrote, “I think that 
General Eisenhower will help to put us back on the main 
track of collective security in the Western world.” 


AND A TOUGH CAMPAIGN 


ANEW AND TEMPERED FOR A FRESH CAREER OF SERVICE TO THE U.S. AND THE WORLD’ 


Bernard Baruch wrote to Ike: “Since I have known you as 
a major, I have grown to respect and admire your character, 
ability, gentleness but firmness and above all the high pur- 
poses that have motivated you in all circumstances. Your ab- 
horrence of cant, hypocrisy, intolerance in all fields of human 
relations have brought affection with respect and admiration. 
1 remember so well your many talks on your soldiers . . . 
your first consideration—their welfare . . . and your love of 
our beloved country, its constitution, and institutions. I re- 
member best your statement to me that whatever betides 
you will never do anything for which your conscience will 
trouble you.” 

One of the first Republicans to interest Ike in the presi- 
dency was the farsighted businessman and former ECA chief, 
Paul Hoffman. Said Hoffman last weel 

"Eighteen months ago I made up my mind that it was of 
extreme importance that Dwight D. Eisenhower be persuaded 
to accept the nomination of the Republican party. I had 
three reasons. 

“First, I felt he could take us further and faster along the 
road to peace than any living man. Second, he could do more 
to restore total integrity to government. Third, I felt he could 
give ... a new and distinguished leadership. 

"Today for these reasons I feel even more strongly that it 
is of extreme importance that Eisenhower be elected presi- 
dent. He has come through the trial, his great qualities of 
leadership proven anew and tempered for a fresh career of 
rvice to the U.S, and the world.” 


Many a lifelong Democrat has succumbed to Ike’s qualities. 
Lewis Douglas, ex-ambassador to Britain, says, “It is because 
I believe he will satisfy the highest specification of a public 
official's attitude toward public responsibility that I shall 
vote for and support Dwight D. Eisenhower.” John W. Davis, 
Democratic candidate for the presidency in 1924, says, “The 
general's career gives proof that he can bear great responsibil- 
ity, that he does not shrink from making important decisions 
and that he possesses such tact in dealing with other men 
that he can draw together discordant groups in the pursuit 
of a common end. This adds up . . . to high executive ability 
and leadership, than which nothing is more needed in the 
presidency at this time.” 

Ex-Secretary of War Kenneth Royall says he will cast the 
first Republican vote of his life for Eisenhower because “I 
have never known a man with more patriotism, more judg- 
ment, a fairer approach—nor have I ever seen any officer, 
civilian or military, who was nearly his equal as an executive 
or administrator.” The former director of the WACs, Texas 
Democrat Oveta Culp Hobby, says: “I have known General 
Eisenhower for 10 years. I have never known a man who is 
a more natural diplomat ... You cannot work with or be 
with General Eisenhower without realizing you are with a 
man of amazing capabilities, tremendous integrity and a down- 
to-earth philosophy that is rare in famous men.” Al Smith’s 
daughter, Mrs. John A. Warner, says that her father “would 
have seen in General Eisenhower the world’s best hope for 
crushing Communism.” The eminent Virginia historian, 
Douglas Southall Freeman, has already given in Lire (Sept. 
22) his eloquent reasons for supporting Ike: “The great pow- 
ers of the office were, indeed, fashioned for great presidents, 
great in character, in decorum and in ideals. . . . Eisenhower 
. . . is worthy of the presidency.” 

These and other Democrats for Ike are joined by many 
prominent independents. Says the president of Williams 


College, James Phinney Baxter III: “The idea that Eisen- 
hower is a captive is a phony born of Democratic desperation. 
. .. Eisenhower's prestige, judgment, experience and proved 
administrative ability would be priceless assets in the White 
House.” Says Novelist John P. Marquand: “History has 
already proven that General Eisenhower has served his 
country far more selflessly and more effectively than any 
Democratic politician who is now busy attempting to defame 
his character. His . . . ability to assume leadership in a time 
of crisis, as well as his stature and broad understanding, 
make him far better for the presidency than Adlai Steven- 
son.” The former dean of Columbia College, Harry Carman; 
pioneer of American adult education, Dr. Alvin Johnson; the 
novelist, Mary Roberts Rinehart; and the revered bishop of 
the Methodist Church, Herbert Welch, are among those who 
“believe that General Eisenhower through his wise and reso- 
lute leadership can secure unity among the people of the U.S. 
and of the free world, the only effective insurance of peace; 
and we urge his election.” 


Let us conclude this testimony with a few more witnesses 
from Ike’s own party. It is one measure of his genius that he 
has united the deepest convictions of its conservative center 
with those of the liberal Republicans of both coasts. For 
instance: 

Katharine Lenroot, daughter of the late Wisconsin senator 
and former chief of the Children’s Bureau of the Department 
of Labor: “General Eisenhower has demonstrated throughout 
his life the qualities of leadership, steadfastness, courage 
and personal integrity that our country must have in its 
president.” 

Mrs, Hiram Cole Houghton of Iowa, president of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs: “No one can begin to 
equal Ike’s personal qualifications for leadership. He comes 
from the great Midwest, the heart of America, and from the 
middle class, called the balance wheel of America. He will 
give us integrity, dignity and stability in our government. We 
can trust our destinies to Ike.” 

Charles P. Taft, president of the National Federation of 
Churches and candidate for governor of Ohio: “I learned to 
respect him in personal contacts growing out of my job in the 
State Department in 1944-45, In trying to get industrial ma- 
terials for France ... I received my main support from 
Eisenhower in Europe who showed a deep understanding of 
the economic and human aspects of the problem.” 

Governor Arthur B. Langlie of Washington: “Eisenhower 
is ... a man of real character which makes possible the 
effective leadership which he has always given. One of his 
greatest assets, in my judgment ... is his ability to unite 
people who should be working together to achieve great 
objectives. And in this period of our country's need, it seems 
to me that there is nothing more important than a leader who 
can unite us instead of ing us.” 

Governor Dewey of New York: “With Eisenhower as presi- 
dent, I make the flat assertion that Stalin would not dare 
launch World War III. ... [Eisenhower] knows the world 
problem and how to handle it. ... He will make a great 
president.” 

Governor Warren of California: “There is . .. no Ameri- 
can living today who is capable of giving the leadership Gen- 
eral Eisenhower can give to the cause of peace.” 

It is not often that American voters have had a chance to 
elect a proven great man as their president. And there never 
was a time when they stood in greater need of one.

MURDER BY THE MAU MAUS 


Kenya natives use violence and voodooism to terrorize the British

guage of the Kikuyu trib 
ricultural colony in East Africa, 
mau mau is variously translated as “do it 
quickly” or “the hidden ones.” The words now 
designate a secret Kikuyu society, half nation- 
half voodooistic, fiercely dedicated to 
the white man out of Keny: 
Although tension between whites and blacks 
has been rising in recent years, the Mau Maus 
did not declare open warfare until this summer. 
then, in an outburst of terror and in- 
timidation, they have killed more than 40 per- 
sons, raided farms, burned buildings, muti- 
lated livestock. On Oct. 7 the Mau Maus ma- 
chine-gunned and murdered a senior Kikuyu 
chief, Waruhiu wa Kungu, who cooperated 
with the British rulers. The British replied by 
giving Waruh st funeral in the col- 
ony’s histor he Mau Maus 
used long knives to hack to death another na- 
ive chieftain, Britain rushed troops from other 
parts of Africa to restore order and arrested

Jomo (“Burning Spear”) Kenyatta, London- 
educated leader of the Kenya African Union 
who is suspected of master-minding the reign 
of terror. 

As in South Africa, nobody expected an easy 
solution of the deeply rooted racial problem. 
Many British admit the Kikuyus have some 
genuine grievances against the whites, who 
moved in on Kenya in the early 1900s, taking 
over the fertile highlands, crowding the Afri- 
cans into less desirable areas. Though the Mau 
Maus embrace the modern concepts of national 
independence, they go back to a primitive voo- 
dooism to gain their ends. They use magic sym- 
bols, bloody rites in which animals are dis- 
emboweled, irrevocable oaths to kill or to die 
themselves. The trouble in Kenya, commented 
one English newspaper, was that the old tri- 
bal customs and disciplines of the Kikuyus 
had been destroyed with nothing to take their 
place except “the doctrine of white suprem-

All polls and estimates agree that G nhower now has a 
better chance to win this election than any G.O.P. candidate in 24 
years. But never has any election induced so much caution. There are 
many contradictory trends. Heavy registrations indicate a record 
vote. In the past five presidential elections a big vote has usually indi- 
cated a Democratic trend. But an older tradition was that a heavy vote 
meant a protest vote—in this case against the Democrats. Does the 
newer or older pattern now hold? 

No sure answer can be forthcoming. At times General Eisenhower's 
enormous popularity might seem to indicate the possibility of a Re- 
publican landslide. But all experts agree that three states with large 
electoral votes—New York, California and Ilinois—remain in doubt. 
Of these three New York, with its enormous bloc of 45 electoral votes, 
may well determine who attains the 266 votes required to win the pres- 
idency. If Stevenson carries New York and holds the South he can 
afford to lose both in Ilinois and California, If Eisenhower fails to carry 

lew York he would have to win in both Illinois and California—except 
if he carried the 24 votes of Texas and one other state in the South.

The Republicans have 20 Senate seats at stake, and to win control of the upper 
house they must hang on to every one of them—and pick up two now-Democratic 
seats besides. Two G.O.P. seats are already certain, In Maine, Frederick Payne has 
already won an early election, and in California, Senator William Knowland is run- 
ning on both the tickets. Five more G.O.P. seats are considered just about safe: 
two in Nebraska, one each in Minnesota, North Dakota and Vermont. In New York 
and in Wisconsin, Senators Irving Ives and Joseph McCarthy have already built up 
such powerful bac! ly would lose these seats for their party. 
But in the remaining 11 states the Senate races are remarkably close. 

Unlike the membership in the House, which has shown a steady G.O.P. gain, the 
Republican membership in the Senate has fluctuated. In 1936 the G.0.P. won only 
16 of the 96 seats; in 1946 it had achieved a 51-45 majority. But 1946 was the Re- 
publican’s best recent year, and to win this year they will he forced to do nearly 
as well again. Should Ike be a heavy winner, they have a chance to make their goal. 
But if Ike should win by a narrow margin, this presidential election may be the first 
since 1884 to put one party in power in the White House and another in the Senate,

HOUSTON BABY GETS A GAMMA SHOT 


Gamma globulin to the rescue 


ght behind the hopeful news of polio vac- 
rines (Lire, Oct, 27) came a report on the 
gamma globulin injection. Mass tests on 55,- 
000 children (Lire, Sept. 24, 1951) show that 
gamma globulin, a disease-fighting blood frac- 
tion, gives good temporary protection against 
paralytic polio. Because of the scarcity of 
blood supplies, it will probably be used only 
in epidemic areas. Final victory must wait un- 
til permanent vaccines are ready. 


‘Turkey's friendship with the West has 
led to a new form of Iron Curtain bru- 
tality and intimidation. In the past two 
weeks corpses of Bulgarian Turks have 
hegun to appear on Turkish soil just 
across from the Bulgarian frontier. So 
far Bulgaria has deposited 125 bodies 
as a sign of its displeasure. 


The murder proves imperfect 


"The Not-Quite-Perfect Crime” (Lire, Sept. 
15) was scrutinized in a Baltimore courtroom 
last week. Edward Grammer had disposed of 
his wife and made it look as though she died 
in a car accident, but police evidence and the 
testimony of Grammer’s mistress, U.N, Em- 
ployee Mathilda Mizibrocky, convinced the 
judge that he had killed his wife, presumably 
so he could marry his mistress. The verdict of 
first degree murder carries a mandatory sen- 
tence of life imprisonment or death by hang- 
ing, but Grammer has demanded a new trial. 


Last summer Major John Evans amused his 
children by writing out a check for a million 
pounds, putting it in a bottle and launching 
it off the south coast of England. Last week 
he got a solemn letter from F. W. Van Hou- 
ten of Holland, who found the check and 
inquired, “What do'T have to do now?” 


The nations take up Korea 


As the U.N. General Assembly settled down to 
its first full week of business in its new home 
(pp. 113-119), the major topic was Korea. Aim- 
ing at an international settlement, the Assem- 
bly voted over Russian opposition to 1) invite 
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the South Korean government to the talks, 
2) not invite the North Koreans and Chinese 
Communists, 3) consider setting up a com- 
mission to study China’s germ warfare charges 
against the U.S. Reviewing the Korean situa- 
tion for the Assembly, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson calmly and methodically placed the 
blame on Russia, asked for formal approval of 
U.S. conduct of the war and the truce talks. 


Two vetoes for TV 


Television likes to think of itself as a popular 
medium but last week it ran into stern oppo- 
mn from two critics. In London the coro- 
nation commission decided that the crowning 
of Queen Elizabeth in Westminster Abbey 
next year could not be carried on live TV be- 
cause the cameras might catch the queen in 
an informal moment, patting her hair or mop- 
ping her brow. In Long Island, Frank Walsh, 
annoyed by the noisy show his wife, mother- 
in-law and children were watching, pulled out 
his trusty .38 and shot the set dead. 


Into Hong Kong last week came a saddened 
87-year-old priest, Father Adolph Buch. On 
leaving China after 46 yearsasa missionary, 
he had had to surrender both his hearing aid 
and his prize collection of butterflies to Red 
customs officials. It is illegal to take any 
mechanical device out of the country. As 
for the butterflies, the Chinese said they 
‘were afraid Father Buch might give them 
to Americans who would infect them with 
germs and scatter them over China, 


U.N. flushes its Reds 


When some American employes of the U.N. 
refused to tell a Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee whether or not they were engaged 
in Communist and espionage activities, Secre- 
tary General Trygve Lie immediately fired one 
man, suspended a second and placed 10 others 


on “special leave.” Still another U.N. offi- 
cial, David Zablodowsky, admitted that he had 
once worked for the Communist underground, 
thereby confirming the charges made against 
him by Witness Whittaker Chambers. 


The soft coal miners and the soft coal 
operators had negotiated their way to 
a new contract allowing for a $1.90 
wage boost. But when the contract 
came up for review, the Wage Stabi 
tion Board said the boost was inflation- 
ary and reduced it to $1.50. Promptly 
350,000 miners went out on strike. By 
the end of the week the soft coal oper- 
ators were in the unique position of 
begging the government to let them 
pay the full $1.90. 


Villainy in nursery rhymes 


In England a Manchester publishing house is 
worried because few people realize “the exten- 
sive villainy” to be found in Mother Goose 
nursery rhymes, Taking an average 200-rhyme 
collection as a sample, investigators found two 
cases of choking to death, one death by de- 
vouring, one death by shriveling, one boiling 
to death, eight allusions to unclassified murder, 
one body snatching, one desire to have a limb 
severed, one bleeding heart, one case of can- 
nibalism, one description of marriage as a 
form of death, one case of scorning the blind 
and two instances of racial discrimination. 


Gambler Frank Costello had already 
been tucked away in prison (LiFe, Aug. 
25), but the Department of Justice de- 
cided to go one step further. A peti- 
tion was filed last week to take away 
Costello’s citizenship on the ground 
that he had not been of good moral 
character when he applied for natural- 
ization 27 years ago.

No architect ever has aspired to house the whole world, but the man 
above, reflectively contemplating his finished work, has built a kind of 
modern Noah’s ark for all species of men from all parts of the earth. He 
is the U.N.’s boss builder, Wallace K. Harrison, who, with the completion 
last month of the General Assembly building, has finished the U.N.’s 
world capitol in New York City. 

Harrison began his building in 1917 when the U.N.’s Secretary Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie named him, as one of the foremost American architects, 
to be the chief of planning over a 10-nation board of distinguished archi- 
tects. After being soothed through many early conflicts (France's great 
Le Corbusier, for instance, had to be talked out of putting the Secretariat 
up on stilts) the board went home and left the job largely to Harrison. 


The first U.N. building was the Secretariat (completed in 1950), a sky- 
scraper office for the U.N.’s 3,500 permanent staffers. The second was the 
boxlike Conference building (finished in February 1952) tailored for de- 
liberations of the Security, Trusteeship and Economic and Social Coun- 
(The interior views here are of Conference and General Assembly.) 
he total result, after a five-year battle of blueprints between rising 
costs and a dwindling budget (final figure: $67.5 million), has altered the 
skyline of Manhattan with silhouettes so revolutionary as to start a re-

His voice 
omewhat lacking in variety of color and sometimes sounds as 
impersonal as a trumpet. His acting, unless goaded by the most 
relentless direction, is strictly semaphoric. His appearance on the 
stage is apt to suggest a combination of General MacArthur and 
Lou Costello. But no tenor now at the Met can equal the combined 
agility, emotional fervor and power that Tucker's voice possesses. 
Though he speaks Brooklynese off the stage, he sings English with 
the polished accents of an Elizabethan actor. He can cope admira 
bly with both the delicate lacework of Mozart and the bellowing 
emotionalism of Pagliacci. His voice, which started out (according 
to the time-honored classifications of the genus tenor) as a tenore 
Iyrico (or lyric tenor), grew and deepened into a tenore lyrico spinto 
(heavy lyric tenor) and has now progressed to a fenore dramatico 
(dramatic tenor) so that he can handle such varied operas as 
Cavalleria, Trovatore, Pagliacci, Aida and even Otello. Already he is 
singing 20 roles with passion and extraordinary endurance, and 
Rudolf Bing, the Met's general manager, has conferred on him the 
prerogative of the opera house's leading tenor: he is given his 
choice of the best roles of the season. 

Several things besides his voice make Tucker a remarkable phe- 
nomenon. As a cantor he is still the leading attraction in Chicago’s 
Austrian Galician Synagogue, to which he commutes for the Jewish 
High Holy Days by plane, and where his appearances bring in a box 
office take of $ rhough his duties in the synagogue have 
recently become intermittent, he is still the highest paid cantor per 
hour in the U.S. Until only three years ago he was also a respected 
figure in the New York cloak and suit industry. His spectacular 
operatic career, moreover, is only seven years old, and aside from 
two appearances in Traviata with a small opera company, he has 
sung every one of his roles for the first time in his life on the Metro- 
politan’s stage. This, compared with the gradual attainments of the 
average tenor who comes to the Met after years of experience in 
other houses, is an extraordinary feat. Just as extraordinary is the 
fact that Tucker has learned at least two operatic roles from scratch 
during every year of his career. As he puts it, “No use kiddin’. I 
don’t pull my punches. You hafta cram; you hafta prepare.” 

The motive behind this rapid achievement is apparently neither 
a desire for fame nor a spirit of artistic dedication. Tucker is short 
(5’ 8” tall), round, stocky (185 pounds), with a bald head, a sur- 
rounding fringe of glossy black hair and, without his toupee, the 
look of an energetic owl. He is inclined to view the unrealistic art 
of opera with the shrewd realism he once brought to the business 
of providing linings for fur coats. He knows that the more roles he

The 
Italians were enthralled to the point of frenzy, but their plaudits 
somewhat disconcerted Tucker. At the end of his big second act aria 
the audience rose to its feet and yelled “Bis! bis!” (encore). Tucker 
finished the act and then retreated backstage in some confusion. “I 
thought,” he explained later, “they were hollering ‘beast, beast!"” 

In discussing his rise to fame and fortune ‘Tucker deprecates the 
widespread notion that he became an opera singer more or less by 
accident. “I always knew, even when I was a kid,” he avers soberly, 

“that the Metropolitan was my pinnacle.” He was born 39 years 
ago in Brooklyn. His father, who had emigrated {rom Bessarabi 
(Romania), was a furrier in Manhattan’

Wagnerian tenor, Paul Althouse, and studying assiduously for the 
operatic stage. Until his marriage he had never seen a performance 
at the Metropolitan Opera, and has seen very few from the dark side 
of the footlights since, Converter Tucker knew that Metropolitan 
tenors got good pay, so he concentrated on converting himself into 
a Metropolitan tenor, and Sara helped him. “God gifted us with 
vision,” he says today reminiscently. 

His teacher was amazed at the energy and cold method Tucker 
brought to his task. There was no sign of temperament. ‘Tucker 
just came for his lesson, took off 
his hat, sang, put his hat on again 
and went,” Althouse recalls, Today 
Tucker still takes two lessons a week 
from Althouse and attributes to him 
a share in his gratitude that is ex- 
ceeded only by those of God and 
his wife. 

For several years Tucker stalked 
his goal with patience, energy and 
salesmanship. He entered the Met- 
ropolitan Auditions of the Air and 
came out second best. He got a job 
with the Chicago Theater of the Air 
on Station WGN in Chicago, where 
he sang condensed versions of opera 
and operetta. Finally in 1944, hav- 
ing refused to enter the Auditions 
of the Air a second time, he man- 
aged to get a full-scale audition with 
General Manager Edward Johnson 
on the stage of the Metropolitan. 
Johnson told him to learn the role 
of Enzo in La Gioconda and come 
back. A year later he made his Metropolitan debut in this role, and 
vast delegations from Brooklyn and the cloak and suit industry 
attended to applaud him. 

His rise to eminence is perhaps best indicated by the critical 
reactions he drew from then on. After the Gioconda performance 
the critics mumbled vaguely, “Obviously inexperienced but he has

Times commented, “He played the part of the Bohemian poet with 
all the reckless abandon of a bank president.” But two years after 
that, in 1949, the Times noted, “Mr. Tucker ... is now among 
the finest tenors at large, and is still developing.” By 1951 Critic 
Louis Biancolli of the World-Telegram & Sun pulled out the stops 
further: “Tucker once more demonstrated that if he continues 
singing as beautifully as he does, a new Mario Lanza will be signed 
up by Hollywood some day to do The Great Tucker.” Then Noel 
Strauss of the Times went the whole way. “Not since Caruso,” he 
wrote, “has this reviewer heard any tenor who delivered Rodolfo’s 
music with more fervor or greater accuracy.” 

With the advent of the Metropolitan’s new general manager, 
Rudolf Bing, Tucker found that his rather rudimentary capacities 
as an actor were scheduled for improvement and alterations. “Be- 
ing an opera star,” commented Tucker wryly, ‘isn’t what it used 
to be. With Mr. Johnson, he wanted you to act, but with Mr, Bing 
you hafta act.” Directing him in Fledermaus, Garson Kanin dis- 
covered in him an unexpected, indeed almost unbelievable, flair 
for comedy, a development that greatly encouraged Tucker, who 
had at long last severed all connections with the coat-lining busi- 
ness. In last year’s production of Cost Fan Tutte he came under 
the direction of Alfred Lunt. Said Lunt (according to Tucker): 
“Don’t jerk around, Mr. Tucker.” 

"J got it right away,” Tucker remembers enthusiastically. “Who 
says you hafta walk fast? Who says you hafta wave your arms? 
I'm just a student.” He stopped walking fast and waving his arms, 
and everybody agreed that Richard Tucker looked better that way. 

Tucker’s director in the Met’s production of Carmen, Tyrone 
Guthrie, hit upon a practical and simple solution to his dramatic 
problems. “Tucker,” he noted, “is all right as long as you give him 
something to clutch.” In Carmen, Tucker clutched a number of 
things including chairs, a dagger and Carmen herself, and, the 
taitlcnngreedisal very well: 

The biggest moment of his career, in his own estimation, came 
in 1949 when Arturo Toscanini chose him to sing Radames in Aida 
over the air with the NBC symphony. This role, which Tucker had 
not then (and has not since) attempted at the Met, offered him 
the fulfillment of a lifelong dream. He gave up all outside engage- 
ments for four weeks to prepare for it with his coach, Joseph Gar- 
nett. During rehearsals with the maestro he sang Celeste Aida with 
somewhat wooden efficiency. The maestro rapped for attention. 
“Mr. Tucker,” he said, “do you love a woman?” Mr. Tucker was 
somewhat taken aback, and the question had to be repeated. “Yes,” 
he finally admitted after an embarrassed silence. ‘Well, show it!” 
admonished Toscanini. “You’re so morbid and sad.” 

Later, while singing the death scene at the close of the opera 
the same problem arose. “Why aren’t you happy?” Toscanini in- 
quired. “Maestro, I’m not happy; I’m dying,” said Tucker lugu- 
briously. “You are happy,” contradicted the maestro. “She has 
sacrificed her life. You are dying with the woman you love. You are

new home in an elaborate housing development at Great Neck, 
Long Island. Here he has taken to dre: essing in rather loud, open- 
neck sports outfits and allowing his present prosperity to blossom 
appropriately, The Tuckers now have three children, all boys, who 
somewhat worry their father by their lack of interest either in 
music or in religion. His oldest son, Barry, 14, has a local news- 
paper rou easionally gets up early in the morning 
to drive him around in the family car while he delivers his papers. 

Mrs. Tucker, a genial auburn-haired woman, appreciates her 
husband’ inments as an artist, attending all his performances, 
but thinks even more highly of his virtues as a solid citizen and 
family man. “ ys worked for his own family,” she points 
out with pride. “He lives a normal life. He’s been down to earth, 
and that’s his gi ss that I can see.” With this verdict 
Tucker himself The Tucker home is somewhat 
elaborately furnished in conventional style, with a special accent 
on peacocks, which adorn the walls and drapes. For himself he has 
constructed a den with intricate phonographic equipment and rec- 
ord racks where he can listen to himself and read a collection of 
rare Hebrew books relating to his work as a cantor. The walls of 
his den are decorated with photographs. These include two pictures 
one of Toscanini and 18 of Richard Tucker. 
elations with the rest of the human race Tucker is a model 
ability and friendliness. His home in Great Neck is a thor- 
oughfare for admiring neighbors and acquaintances, and his wife 
Sara is, despite their present affluence, an assiduous and excellent 
cook. He has been known to take a taxicab to a restaurant and 
then, out of sheer good fellowship, invite the taxi driver to have 
dinner with him. 

Tucker is very proud of such mementos of personal esteem as 
-d upon him by admirers. During the 1948 Dem- 
ocratic convention, Tucker was on hand to sing The Lord's Prayer 
and was presented with a badge reading “Honored Guest.” He not 
only took the badge home; he managed, by persistent cajolery, to 
assemble three more badges and brought them 
home in triumph to his sons. 

When he and Sara visited Verona, Italy (for his appearance in 
Gioconda) he sang at the Sabbath service of a local synagogue. 
When he had finished, the congregati side itself with | grati- 
tude, offered to make him a present of anything in the synagogu 
Sara looked longingly at a golden cup which stood on the alta 
realizing that it was the synagogue’s most cherished possession, 
they settled for several ancient and price! volumes in Hebrew 
which now adorn the den in Great Neck. 

‘Three years ago Tucker was on his way to New Orleans to sing 
at a Puccini festival when raging storms grounded his plane at 
Newark airport. He and his wife remained there hopefully for more 
than 36 hours without sleep. In desperation they then caught a 
train for Cincinnati and connected with a plane which got them, 
bumpily. to their destination just one hour before the concert 
was to take place. Tucker was fagged out and had a two-day growth 
of beard. But, as he explains, “God was with us.” 
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Since there had been no rehearsals, the local conductor was be- 
side himself. Tucker went to a hotel and shaved. When the con- 
ductor called him on the phone in anguish and wailed, “But Mr. 
Tucker, I don’t know how you sing. I don’t know where you 
breathe,” Tucker calmed him. “T always do what my teacher tells 

ie,” he said simply. “I sing the notes just like they are written. 
When he appeared at the concert hall a few minutes later, he was 
unperturbed. He removed his hat, walked onto the stage and sang. 
There wasn’t a hitch. The audience applauded wildly and the con- 
ductor covered him with kisses. 

This episode was one of many that testify to Tucker’s enormous 
dependability, a quality that has made him a favorite not only at 
the Metropolitan but among all musical managers and fellow mu: 
cians. “When he says he will do something,” his wife remarks, “he 
always does it.” Before his Metropolitan appearances he leaves his 
home in Great Neck at 5 p.m., drives directly to the studio of his 
teacher to warm up, and arrives at the Met precisely an hour before 
the performance. He removes his hat, dons his costume and make- 
up and is ready to make his entrance exactly on schedule. 

When the performance i is over, he returns to Great N with 
the unruffled air of a methodical businessman who has put a good 
day’s work behind him. At the Columbia recording studios (where 
he has recorded the complete operas Pagliacci, La Bohéme, Pleder- 
maus, Madame Butterfly and Cosi Fan Tutte) this calm dependabil- 
ity is looked upon with awe. He requires fewer retakes than do most 
other artists, His Pagliacci was one of the smoothest jobs of operat- 
ie recording ever done at Columbia. He simply sang his part through 
with scarcely a hitch or a blemish, and it was transferred to wax. 

Only one thing can cause a feeling of panic in the otherwise 
methodical mind of Richard Tucker, and this is a threat to the 
commodity he dea —his voice. A few years ago the commodity 
became strained through over’ work, and he rushed around to vari- 
ous throat specialists in search of a cure. The incident produced a 
fear of catastrophe that was somewhat disproportionate to the ac 
tual state of affairs. ‘What if, God forbid, you are lying on a hosy 
tal bed for a lifetime?” he concluded gloomily. He didn’t have to 
lie on a hospital hed. He simply stopped ng and talking for a 
period of a month or so, communicating with the outer world by 
means of anguished notes written on a scratch pad. After that the 

mmodity was as good as new again. 

Though he is a glamorous figure to millions of fans who think 
of him as inhabiting a glorious international world of operatic 
make-believe, Richard Tucker looks at it all as a man from Brooklyn 
doing a good job. The job has taken him halfway around the world 
but he trav cls reluctantly and sees sights dutifully, without en- 
thusiasm. Even in Great Neck he is unable to stifle completely his 

stalgia for the streets of his house town. Asked recently what it
